COUNTING THE TREASURY CASH. 

The counting of the silver in the vaults of 
the Treasury consequent upon a change of 
Treasurers and their bondsmen is a very inter- 
esting process. To get to the vaults it is neces- 
sary to have a special permit, and no one is al- 
lowed to go beiow even then unless accompa- 
nied by an official. Twenty feet below the side- 
walk and immediately under the Treasurer’s 
room is a series of cages, the entrance of which 
is a massive door covered on the inside with 
clockwork socks, bolts, and bara, which are 
opened automatically at a regular bour every 
morning. In the corridor between the cells, 
or ages, as they are called, are seated 
the three experts selected to conduct the 
count. Four laborers do the handling, passing, 
and piling of the bags, each of which contains 
$1,000 and weirchs ffty-nine pounds avoirdu- 
pois. All the work is done by gaslight. and, 
altbough the vault is well ventilated, the rapid 
movement necessary in hurrying the count 
makes the faces of the men gliisten with 
perspiration. It is not an easy task. to move 
the bags of coin to scaies adjusted so delicate- 
ly that the weight of the canvas bag is shown 
in addition to the weight of silver, to 
carry them from thence to  xanother 
cell, and to stack them up 
in rows. that reach to the ceiling, nine feet 
above. Fifteen bundred bags, or 1,500,000 of 
standard dollars, is cOnésidered a day’s work, 
which makes a total weight handled daily of 
88,500 pounds, There are $48,000,000 to be 
counted in this manner.- The laborers engaged 
at it show sigus of exhaustion after nearly two 
‘weeks’ work. The count of the regular cash 
in the cashier's safe and in the reserve vaults 
commences tomorrow, and will keep twelve 
experts busy for two weeks. The larger de- 
nominations of notes, such as $1,000 bills, 
will be taken first, setting aside in the 
medntime enough ready funds in smaller de- 
nominations to meet current demands, so that 
there can be no confusion. There are about 
100 clerks and counters engaged in counting, 
and it is expected that they will be kept busy 
till the 15th.

STATE PAYMENT FOR DISEASED 
CATTLE. 

The cattlemen of this State and very 
other State where pleuro-pneumonia is be- 
lieved to exist or is apprehended are aux- 
ious to establish the rule that the State shall 
pay owners full or fancy value of sound cat- 
tle for all the diseased cattle which are 
killed. 

It is extremely difficult to establish this 
theory on logical grounds. Pleuro-pneu- 
monia is regarded as an incurable disease. 
It is communicated by mere association. The 
only known prevention of its spread is tsola- 
tion and the slaughter of all infected ani- 
mals, This slaughter is a loss and a serious 
hardship to the owners of diseased cattle. 
But so are fire, flood, cyclone, lightning 
strokes, the visitation of grasshoppe 
any other natural agent which d ys 
property. If a river overflows and d tes 
a village or a farm the State is not liable, If 
a fire gains such headway as to destroy unin- 
sured property of a whole street or town it 
is a disaster which calls for the help of 
charity, but no action lies in law against the | 
State Government to recover the loss. The 
cattle disease is precisely of the same char- 
acter. It is in the interest ot the whole 
people, but especially of the owners and 
breeders oj cattle, that the diseased animals 
be killed off, and it is better that a few 
should suffer an inevitable loss than that a 
vastly greater loss be inflicted upon the en- 
tire cattle and dairy industry of the West. 

There is another way to look at this matter. 
If the State can be made liable for the de- 
struction of diseased cattle in order to pro-

Tu Illinois House ot Representatives 
Thursday passed a bill regulating the charges 
of the stock-yards comvanies of this State. It 
provides that no company shall exact for yard- 
age more than 15 cents per head for horses, 
cattle, and mu es, five cents per head for hogs, 
and four cents per head for sheep, mor more 
than 50 per cent additional to the current mar- 
ket wholesale price for bay, straw, corn, etc., 
furnished said stock while in the yards. It 
provides a penalty of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500 for the first offense, and for the 
second offense not less than $300 nor more 
than $1,000. This penalty is also made applica- 
ble in cases of unjust discrimination in rates, 
charges of toll, or compensation for the trans- 
portation of freight or live stock.

ANOTHER TRUNE MYSTERY. 


‘The Body ot an Italian Found in a 


Box Shipped as Baggage from Chica- 
go-—Another Corpse-sShip t from 
Columbusto Philadel pbhia Suspected. 
Prrrsnund, Pa., 
baggage- men who removed a small trunk from 
the Ubigago express, which arrived at the 
Union depot at 7:30 this morning, noticed a 
very -offensive smell emanating from it, 
which aroysed suspicion. The trunk was 
placed outside the baggage-room all day, 
and, when no one called tor it, was opened this 
evening. It was found to contain the body of 
a man skilifully tied together with a rope, The 
rope was tightly fastened around the arms and 


legs. Both legs were drawn up in front of | 
the body and the arms were drawn up 


to the bead and tied securely to the 
neck. The trunk was a cheap, flat-topped af- 
fair, forty inches long, twenty inches wide, and 
twenty-one inches deep. It was securely tied 
together with a stout rope passed round it fully 
a dozen times, The men who handled it were 
universal in their opinion that it contained the 
body of a dead man, which led Baggage Agent 
C. S. Jenkins to have it opened. | 

The train da which this peculiar coffin ar 
rived is known as No. 8, and left Ch yes- 
terday afternoon at 3:15 over the Fort Wayne 
Road. According to the statement of 8. M. 
Jackson, the expressman on the train, the 
offensive odor was noticed when the trunk 
was put on at Chicago, and the re 
mark was made that the box might 
contain a “stiff,” as that would be a good way 
to ship it. He said he thought no more about 
it until be heard of its being opened at the 


thick lips and neck. The body would probably 
weigh about 150 pounds. It was dressed in a 
suit of silk underciothing, gray plaid pacts, 
dark vest, and new Congress gaiters. In 
the pocket of the vest was found a 
receipt for a money order for 
$25 which had deen sent from the Chicago 
Post-Office Feb. 25, 1885. It contained the 
name of Phillipie Coruso. A street-car ticket 
on the Chicago West Division Railroad anda 
key were the only other articles found in the 
dead man’s clothing. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held tonight, and 
Drs. Hamilton and Shaw, who had made a post- 
mortem exumination, testified that there 
were no external marks of violence on 
the body. All of the organs were 
healthy except the lungs, which were 
badly congested. This could result from sut- 
focation or strangulation. In acgordance with 
this testimony a verdict was rendered that 
the came to bis death from strangula- 
tion at the bands of persons to the jury un- 
known.”

POSTAL LAWS AND REVENUES, 


An Exhaustive Review by Mr. Hazen 
Canada at a Disadvantage~The Re- 
sult of Recent Changes. | | 
Wasuinorton, D. C., April 28.—The natural 

interest felt by Canadian legislators and postal 

officials in the postal legislation of the United 

States is considerably stimulated at this time 

by the fact that the new law doubling the 

weight of matter that may be sent for two 
cents will operate to the disadvantage of the 


Canadian Post-Office Department. For example, 


a letter weighing three ounces and to which 
atwo-cent stamp is affixed may be mailed at 
New York for a person in Montreal, and the 
receiver will be required to pay one cent due 
postage. A letter of the same weight bearing 
a three-cent stamp mailed at Montreal to a per- 
son jn New York, however, entails upon the 
receiver the payment of 15 cents on account of 
“due” postage—three cents tor each half- 
ounce not prepaid. In response to requests 
from the Canadian Postmaster-General and 
several members of the Dominion Parliament, 


Third Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen has 


prepared a statement showing the effect upon 
the postal revenues of the reduction of letter 
postage from three to two cents per half- 
ounce. 

Mr. Hazen’s statement shows that the actual 
reduction of revenue amounted to $6,573,959 
on the first year’s business at the reduced rate, 
and the deficiency required to be met by ap- 
probriations from the Treasury for the same 

riod was about $4,971,000. The deficiency, 

Owever, was increased by other legislation 
than that which reduced the rate of letter post- 
age. For example, the act of March 3, 1883, 
which provided for a readjustment of Post- 
masters’ salaries, took $1,687,000 from the post- 
al revenues, which, with other items of ex- 
penditute on account of other changes in the 


| postal Jaws, reduced the actual deficiency on 


account of the reduction of letter postage to a 
—— about equal to the original estimate of 
000 


_From an investigation of the facts relating 
to the effect upon the postal revenues of the 
reduction of the rate of letter postage in 1845 
and 1851, Mr. Hazen derives the conclusion 
that the year ending Sept. 30, 1887, will show a 
marked increase in the revenues from letter 
postage. In 1846 the revenues fell off 18 7-10 
per cent, and in 1852 they declined 10 1-10 per 
cent, while in 1884 they were diminished by 
6% percent. In 1848 the revenues were 17 
per cent greater than in 1847, which showed an 
increase of 11 per cent over 1846; and in 1853 
the revenues were nearly 19 per cent great- 
er than in 1852, which showed an in- 
crease of only 1 per cent over 1851. 
In the first year after the reduc 
tion of 1845 the deficiency amounted to 14 4-10 
per cent of the entire revenue, and in 1851 it 
was 27 per cent, whereas in the year ended 
Sept. 30, 1884, is was oniy 10 4-10 per cent, de- 
spite other legislation beside the act reducing 
letter to which should be charged 
nearly two-fitths of the deficiency, : 

Mr. Hazen estimates that the act reducing to 
one cent per pound the postage on second- 
class matter will cause loss of revenue 
amounting to about $1,000, in the next fis- 
cal year, and he expresses the opinion that the 
act making the rate of letter postage two cents 
an ounce instead of two cents a half-ounce 
will result in a gainrather thana loss in the 
revenue from letter postage.

CONCERNING THE CONTEST: 

While at the central office of the Committee 
of Safety nothing can now be learned about 
the evidence of election frauds being collected. 
a TRIBUNE reporter, by resorting to other 
sources of information, bas ascertained that 
tthe agents of the committee have been suc- 
cessful in discovering evidences of startling 
frauds. Relying, as they have to do, mainly 
on the town poll-bocks, which contain, with 
very few exceptions, the same list of voters or 
alleged voters as the city poll-books, it has been 
ascertained already that 303 votes haive been 
cast from vacant lots and rooms not teuanted 
at the time of the election. As in the case of 
Burke’s European Hotel, from which soven 
persons who never resided there voted, over 
100 persons whose names are recorded in the 
poll-books gave fictitious residences. In the 
Second Ward the frauds were open jand un- 
blushing. It can be proved that about 800 
votes were cast in the ward by about 200 
Italians, not 10 per cent of whom are citizens. 
In one precinct of the Sixth Ward eighty per- 
sons voted from vacant lots. In a precinct of 
the Eighth Ward 120 votes were cast by non- 
residents and tramps. 

The Committee of Safety, it is but fair to 
say, has labored under great difficultids in ocol- 
lecting evidence, owing to the hostility of the 
police authorities. They have had to rely 
largely on the volunteered testimony of the re- 
peaters themselves. Those fellows arp disrep- 
utadle, and most of them were drunk when 
they repeated. The active members of the 
committee have also begun to realize that it is 
no easy matter to fight the cohesive power of 
public plunder. Good work is being done, 
however. It may not tell in the police court 
or in a grand jury drawn by Democratic Coun- 
ty Commissioners. It will tell in the courts, 
however, incase of acontest.

OYSTERS FOR VICTORIA. 


One Thousand Selected Norwalk Bi- 
valves with Polished Shells Shipped 
to Her Majesty. 

Bridgeport (Conn.) Letter: A Norwalk oyster- 
man read a paragraph in one of the Sunday 
issues to the effect that Henry Irving smiled 
rather guperciliously when his experience with 
the American oysten was referred to at his 
first dinner after his return to Eugland. It 
would be sate to wager that if Mr. Irving did 
thus smile the superciliousness was greatly 
exceeded by that of the Norwalk cysterman as 


he read the paragraph. For with a highly sig- 
nificant smile, be said: 

American oysters may not suit the actor, 
but there's a greater than he that likes them.“ 

So saying the oysterman exhibited a Nor- 
walk oyster that was polished like a sea-shell. 
It was of good proportional size, evenly sal 
loped at the edges, Well bellied, suggesting full- 
ness of salty liquor, and might have been 
handled by the most delicate white kid glove 
without soiling it.

It appears that some days ago William Mer- 
rill, a large dealer in oysters in Norwalk re- 
ceived word from England that some select 
oysters were wanted for the Queen. The 
dredgers were sent out to deep water, where 
live the highest flavored oysters, and fished up 
from the choicest beds alot from which 1,000 
were selected with great care. They were all 
about of a size, and were thoroughly washed 
and scrubbed with salt water until there wasn’t 
a speck of mud upon them. Then the shelis 
were thoroughly sand-papered, bringing out 
the yeins and producing a rough polish. Then 
they were packed carefully in a strong barrel 
and shipped by a fast steamer. It was 
that they would bein London within seven 
days from the time of shipping, ana would all 
be sound, of good flavor, and about as fat as 
when shipped.

AN EXPERT’S TALK. 

“The people of Chicago,” said he, in re- 
sponse to the question, are getting to be 
more and more like those of Philadelphia, 
where they move the whole year round. There 
is still a great deal of moving done 
the Ist of May. I have moved 
as many this year as I ever did, 
but after making allowances for the increase 
of population I do not think the proportionate 
number as large as it. has been heretofore. 
The moving I do, you must underst is for 
people who own furniture and who want 
it caréfully - ‘They find it cheaper to 
pay me a fancy price for the work than to take 
the chances of having some expensive article 
damaged by careless ot inexperienced bands. 
Sometimes I am called upon to furnish hands 
to move heavy and costly pieces for dealers 
themselves. I also mako a speciality of moving 
pianos, which can only be moved on a truck 
made for the ean gp Almost every house or 
flat contains one nowadays, so that a class of 
employés known as piano-movers are always 
carriea on our pay-rolis. Piano-moving is 
not so difficult as it was a few years 
ago when the square pianos were ali the go. 
Uprights are the fashion now. They take up 
less room in a house, are not so heavy, and are 
easily moved. The care must still be 
observed, not only to prevent injury to the sur- 
face, but because a heavy jolt often damages 
the tone. This makes careful driving as neces- 
sary as careful handling by the men.” | 

What seems to have been the busiest day 
this season?” 

“Well, that is hard to tell, but naturally it 
would be May 1. We generally have ali we can 
do for eight daysin a stretch, which include 
the last four days of April and the first four 
days of May. For these days I always obarge 
a balf dollar extra per hour for the. use of each 
vehicle. As I have said, this season has been 
different from most of them, because so many 
people moved m the fall and winter. Now, 
you would hardly think it, but we moved a 
great many during the coldest days of winter. 
Often when the thermometer was down about 
zero we got orders to go and move families out 
of flats into hotels, or out of hotels into pri- 
vate houses. At the same time it would be so 
coid that the furniture could not be handied 
without danger of freezing the hands. I do 
not know what the cause was. It may have 
been that the people regarded their quarters 
too cold, or the lease may have run out. All I 
know is we mbdved them and got weil paid for 
it. Some people seem to have a habit of mov- 
ing. I move them so often I begin to know 


them. 
HARD PEOPLE TO MOVE. 

It is easier to move this class than those who 
stay in one place a long time. In the latter 
case a great many things difficult to hanale are 
always accumulated. It is not uncommon to 
discover on arriving at the house of a family 
who desire to be moved that they have noth- 
ing packed and not a carpet untacked. This is 
due to the indisposition of a certain class to 
either trust their servants with the packing or 
to do the work themselves; but you know 
there are men in the moving business who are 
adepts at packing china, books, pictures, bric- 
a-brac, etc., and they generally have plenty to 
do, especially at this time of the year. It 
costs on the average between $25 and $30 
to move furniture of a house of 
ten or 
do the packing tz pe 
bled. Here is a bill, for h-tance, against a lady, 
whose name you have heard, for $69. She is 
the widow, you know, of a wealthy man who 
died recently. The bill is high because we had 
to pack and unpack everything, rip up and 

éarpets, and leave things just 
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who did not share these views, 
acknowledged that the moving this year was at 
least as general as that of previous years.

Gov. Marmaduke Declines Again to 
Convene the Missouri Legislature, 
and Attacks Gov. Oglesby- The Lat- 
ter Amends His Proclamation, | 
Jurrerson City; Mo., May 1.—[Speeial.— 

Gov. Marmaduke, in’ reply to a telegram from 


©. F. Morse, General Manager of the Kansas 


City Stock-Yards, asking him to convene the 
Legislature in order to provide means for 
stamping out pleuro-pneumonia, has written a 
letter in which he says: | 

In reply to your télegzram and the 
tign ‘therein, 1 beg respectfully to state: rst 
—That the most perfect quarantine can be bad 
for Missouri through the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, his powerin this respect being ad- 
mitted by the Attorney-General of tne United 
States. So much in answer to chat. 

Second—Pieuro-pneumonia in this State has 
been vrossly exaggerated. A few thousand dol- 
lars in the bands of a committee in Oallaway, 
assisted by the veterinary surgeons Trum- 
bower, Michoer, and Paquin, bave stricken 
such blows against pleuro-pneumonia 
in Callaway as to well-nigh ex- 
tirpate it. It only needs a v us 
pursuing tocompletely extirpate it in the te. 
The money for tnat purpose, by private sub- 
scription, I am satisfied, will be forthedming 
and promptly, too. I expect to ese every ves- 
tige of pleurd-pneumonia in the State wiped 
out in the next thirty days. Thore is no need 
for the calling of the Legislature on that score, 
and, if it were called, this cattie-piagueé = will 
have been stamped out before they would bave 
passed an act to that end. Furthermore, such 
is the temper of the great mass of people of 
this State on the subject of pleuro-pneumonia 
and the calling of an extra session of the Leg- 
Slature that itis extremely doubtful if they 
and if they did pass 
an act it might be of most unsatisfactory ohar- 
acter. I, as much as any man in Missiouri, 
desire a wise and efficient live-stock la but

THE CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. 


Sketch of its Rise and Progress, with 
Brief Mention of Some Prominent 
Members. 

This now historic body had its birth March 
18, 1848, when most of the traders of the young 
city assembled pursuant to a call of thirteen 
members and resolved that the growing trade 
of Chicago demanded the establishment of such 
an institution. They organized a month later 
with eighty-two members by electing the usual 
officers and renting a room for $110 a year. 
At their annual meeting in 1849 they took steps 
to secure daily reports of Eastern markets by 
telegraph. Under an act of the Legisiature, 
passed Feb. 8, 1849, they organized as the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago April 13, 1850, 
with a fee of $5 and an annual charge 
raised from $2 to $3. In 1851 the mem- 
ight. Ina 1852 it 
rose to fifty-three, and in 1854 they assumed a 
rental of §250 tor better quarters. Thencefor- 
ward the growth was continuous, forty-five 
new members being enrolled at the annual 
meeting ‘uf 1856. when they decided to move 
into more spacious quarters, at a rent of $1,200. 
In October 122 new members were added, In 
1857 they were abie to appoint a Superintend- 
ent at a Salary of $1,500, and in 1858 a Grain 
Inapector, Inepectors of flour, provisions, and 
fish are coeval with the board. In 1859 they 
obtained a new charter, formed a new consti- 
tution and by-laws, and published: a report— 
the initial number of a series which constitute 
a valuable repository of Chicago trade statis- 
tics. In 1860 there were 625 members, in- 
creased in 1861 to 725, with a substantial sur- 
plus in the treasury. | 

In 1868 the Chamber of Commerce, corner of 
La Salle and Washington streets, was begun, 
and was occupied by the board from its com- 
pietion in 1865 to its destruction by the great 
fire in 1871. Rebuilt in 1872, it was again oc- 
cupied by them until their removal Wednesday 
last to their colossal new temple of at the 
head of La Salle street; and bas witnessed the 
immense growth of the board to ite present 
membership of 1,065, as well as the more mar- 

velous increase in the volume of trading 

transactions, representing a cash value in 1884 

of $600,000,000.

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Edgar — Poe. 
This is the ninth life of Poe, and, unless he 
„it should certain- 
ly be the last, for a plece of biographie- 
al work bas never the imprint of an 
American publisher. Inthe way of accuracy, 


insight, and quality of literary criticism Mr. 


Woodberry leaves absolutely nothing to be 


‘wished. Unsympathetiche will of course be 


pronounced by worshipefé of Poe, than whom 
bigots more narrow do not exist outside of a 
fanatical religious sect; but they will find it 
bard either to disprove his statements or, with 
any reasoning taculties they to set 
aside his estimate of their idol. Be this as it 
may, admirers of the poet will be giad to have 
for the first time a veracious account of his 
parentage and marriage. That they will enjoy 
the dissipation of the romantic episode of the 
year 1827, in the course of which he was sup- 
posed to have shed blood in a duel fought on 
French soil, and to have visited St. Petersburg, 
is less likely. It is pleasanter to think of the 
ardent youth of 18 rushing to the aid of in- 
surgent Greeks than to be convinced by docu- 
mentary evidence that durmg this mysterious 
period of his life he was serving as an enlisted 
man in the army of the Uaited States. 

To his eight predecessors Mr. Woodberry is, 
of course, much indebted, but, except as to 
matters within their personal knowledge, or 
concerning which the original sources of in- 
formation were inaccessible, he has accepted 
none of them as final authority. So minute, in- 
deed, has been his investigation of every cir- 
cumstance of Poe’s car@er that there is noth- 
ing boastful in his assertion that the larger 
part of this volume consists of materiale 
wholly new, “or of old statements so radically 
corrected as to become new.“ Nor is it re- 
markable that such should de the 
fact; for sealed lips seem to have 
opened at Mr. Woodberry’s. approach, and 
rickety escritoires and ragged portfolios 
to have given up their treasures at his touch. 


Even Mr. Lowell has relaxed his grasp on the 
letters he regeived from Poe and from the lat- 
ter’s partner in the short-lived Broadway Jour- 
nal, more than forty years ago. Of these epis- 
ties by far the most interesting are those of 
Mr. C. F. Briggs. Confidential pen-talks with a 
friend, there is in them no trace of malignity, 
and yet they unconsciously illustrate almost 
every fault of the writer's azsociate—hbis 
propensity to drink; his egregious vanity; 
his inability to appreciate a disinterest- 
ed motive; his contempt for Homer. 
Milton, Shakspeare, and the Bible; his affecta- 
tion of jearning; his disposition to belittie his 
literary contemporaries; and his monomant- 
cal pursuit of plagiarists, real or imaginary. 
Worth quoting as an example of Mr. Briggs’ 
pungent style is the following: He talks 
about dactyls and spondees with surpriting 
glibness; and, the names of metres being ca- 
Vare to nine men out often, he bas gained a 
reputation for erudition dt a very cheap rate. 
He makes quotations from the German, but 
he can’t read a word of the language. Poe's 
learning, as Mr. Briggs zustiy remarks, was 
“ very much like that of the famous Mr. Jen- 
kinson in The Vicar of Wakefleld.“ 

It is not, however. for the number and rich- 
ness of its literary finds that Mr. Woodberry’s . 
volume is chiefly valuable. Apart from all 
other considerations it. deserves te be read for 
the lucidity of its style and the acuteness of 

m. the presence of in which 


philosophical pretensions as shown in the in- 
sane balderdash of ureka.“ Mr. Wood- 
berry is ‘what is called a quotable author, but the 
loxurfance of his: critical felicities makes 
the task of selecmon more difficult than 
it would be in the case of an au- 
thor whose occasional cvruscations are 
relieved against a dark background ot dull- 
ness. In this dilema, to afford the reader: a 
taste of Mr. Woodberry’s quality, perhaps no 
better choice could be made than bis final es- 
timate of Poe: The simple fact is, that Poe, 
being highly endowed, well-bred, and educated 
better than his fellows, nad more than once 
fair opportunities, brilliant prospects, and 
groups of benevolent, considerate, and 
active friends, and repeatedly forfeited 
prosperity, and even the homely honor 
of an honest name. He ate opium and 
drank liquor: whatever was the cause, these 
were instruments of his ruin, and before haif 
bis years were run they bad done their work 
with terrible thoroughness—he was a broken 
man. He died under circumstances of excep- 
tional ugliness, misery, and pity, but not atci- 
dentaily, for the end and the manner of it were 
clearly near and inevitable. He left a fame 
destined to long memory, and about it bas 
grown up an idealized — A the elements of 
which are not far to seek; but, in the first lines 
of the literary history of a young nation, the 
truth is better than a lie, however gilded, and 
in the case of genius, that so easily gathers 
romantic power over the heart and 
wins its devotion, candor is a_ social 
virtue. the roll of our literature 
Poe’s nanie is inscribed with the few fore- 
most, and in the world at large his genius is 
established as valid among all men. Much as 
he derived nurture from other sources, he was 
the son of Coleridge by the weird touch in bis 
imagination, by the principles of- his analytic 
criticism, and the speculative bent of his mind. 
An artist primarily, whose skill, helped by the 
finest sensitive and perceptive powers in him- 
self, was developed by thought, patience, and 
endless -self-correction into a subtle deft- 
ness of hand unsurpassed in its own 
work, he belonged to the men of culture 
instead of those of originally perfect 
power; but, being gifted with the dreaming 
instinct, the myth-making faculty, the 
allegorizing power, and with no other poetic 
element of hig genius, he exercised his art in 
a region of vague feeling, symbolic ideas, and 
fantastic imagery, and wrought his spell large- 
ly through sensuvus effects of color, sound, 
and gloom, hightened by lurking but unshaped 
suggestions of mysterious meanings. Now 
and then gieams of light and stretches of love- 
ly landseape shine out, but for the most part 
his mastery was over dismal superstitions and 
Waste places.

THE PAOCIFIO MISSION. 


Its Good Work for a Year—Where the 
Money Comes From. 

Col. and Mrs. Olark, the founders of the well- 
known Pacific Mission, celebrated last night 
the gighth anniversary of the inception of 
theilt work in the mission hall, at No. 100 Van 
Buren street. A large number of friends, con- 
verts, and visitors were present, some of the 
more prominent of whom took seats wpe the 
rostrum. 

Col. Clark opened the services with prayer 
and Florence McCarthy read the Bible lesson. 
Then followed Col. Clark's annual statement 
of the year’s work, replete, as usual, with evi- 
dences of untiring labor. The report showed 
that 399 Gospel meetings had been beld during 
the year at the mission rooms, with an average 
attendance of 188, and à total of 75,000. The 


outdoor meetings numbered fifty, with an ag- 


gregate attendance of 10,000. Mr. D. T. Cooper 


held 260 Gospel meetings at bis soup and lunch 


rooms, which were attended by 40,000 people. 
These figures show a grand total of 125,000 at- 
tendants at all Gospel meetings. At these 


meetings 3,270 persons requested prayers, be- 


sides 230 at the fifty-two regular Sunday morn- 
ing series. Ten thousend tracts and 150,000 


Seripture cards were distributed in the course 


eof this work. 

Other(important features of the work were 
Mr. Ciatk's visits to the County Jail, which 
numbered 104; 104 Sunday-school meet ines. 
ealling out an aggregate attendance of 16,000;

The total expense of this work, not includ- 


ing the industrial school, kindergarten, Sun- 
day-school, and free lunch features, was $3, $56, 
of which $437 was contributed from the out- 
side, and the balance, $3,418, paid by Mr. 
Clark out of his own pocket. The extent 
of Mr. Cooper's work is indicated by 
the number of free meals distributed 
from December, 1884, to ‘March, 1885—46,111. 
Other items cf charity were house-to-house vie- 
itation, attendance on the sick, second-hand 
clothing distributed, and a Obristmas dinner 
partaken of by 600 beneficiaries. 

The closing hour ot the meeting was occu- 
pied by an experience meeting of unusual in- 
terest, at which some curious cases came to 
the surface.

New ORLEANS, La., April 29.—It has been 


known for some time that a large number of 


the leading Democrats of Louisiana are very 


much dissatisfied with the Aaministration of 
the President.

The other dayl was chatting with Horace 
Howard Furness, the distinguished Shak- 
— scholar, respecting Ignatius Donnel- 
s newest attempt to prove that Bacon was 
the author of the great works that bave been 
credited to the Divine William.” Mr. Pur- 
ness has not been much impressed by Mr. 
Donneliy’s demonstrations, although, like the

man that he is, he is willing to give Mr. 
Donnelly all the scope that is desired, and 
will hold . bis own final opinion in 

abeyance until Mr. Donnelly's book shull 
have been published. He called my attention, 
„ to. the fact that the foko on which 
Mr. plly bases his theory was not printed 
until 1628—several years after Shakspeare’s 
death—and went on to say: If Mr. Donnelly's 
theory is a true one it must be shown that Ba- 
con supervised the proof $f the folio, a matter 
of which un vo no evidence at all. Besides, 
to have everything come out so rigidly right, 
the printers must have followed the copy with 
marvelous aecuracy—much better, indeed, 
than they do nowadays.“ The only inference 
was, that to the mindof the distinguished 
Philadelphia scholar Mr, Donneliy’s theory 
might siand a better chance of being accepted 
as a sound one if the demonstration of it were 
less Strikingly acourate, The study and relisa 
of Shakspeare among the people, Mr. Furness 
tells me, continue to grow in a wonderful 
way.

It rarely happens that the death of a Lord 
Mayor oceasions more sincere grief than did 
that of Mr. Nottage. The last wha died in 
office Was named Ironside, who departed in 
1753. -He—Nottage—was long engaged in the 
iron business, but is best known as the found- 
er of the London Sterevsconic and Photograph 
Company,from which he and others made fort- 
unes. He was a remarkably genial and gen- 
tlemanly man; his amiable expression and 
pleasant manners impressed every ohe at first 
sight. He had, however, as. I observed, 
the melancholy or zubdued expression 
characteristic of those who are destined to die 
a sudden: or violent death. It was only very 
recentiy that I was hie guest en famille, when, 
as Iwas informed, his health was very good. 
He was, with his wife, deeply interested in all 
kinds of charity, Mrs. Nottage devoting most 
of her time, energies, and meane to advancing 
such good work. I was once informed by an 
Alderman, who subsequently attained the 
Mayoralty, that no one with less than £5,000 a 
year clear income should aspire to it. This is 
the minimum. It may do very well for a Lord 
Mayor, but itis a particularly bad precedent 
for a Republic to confer offices on men and ex- 
pect them to find themselves as the United 
States Government does with ite Ministers 
abroad. ‘Tis all very fine to say 
that Republican independence and  sim- 
plicity put our officers in the proud position of 
being independent of ostentation and needless

processes of incredible cruelty. The familiar 
of the Inquisition and the Red Indian never yet 
went so far as to keep a young girl or boy for 
six months or longer in constant excfuciating 
agony, tied down to a table, while the head and 
spine were being slowly twisted to a hide- 
ous malformation and the ligaments and 
muscles being gradually cut away. 
Well, all of this was done, not 
once dut many times, a few years ago by a 
wretch named Harper in London, who regular- 
ly supplied circuses and shows with these hor- 
rible curiosities.

He then desoribed the process by which 
it was effected, and this was of such loathsome 
cruelty that I cannot bear to describe it. And 
did you not report this to the police? I asked. 
To which he replied, with a sneer, that all that 
he cared about it was to ascertain if the work 
had been well done.

for the mere pieasure or * science” of it. 
Now this I would assert—that no country is 
free from barbarism in. which any kind of bu- 
man or animal monstrosities or malformations.

SPARKS LAST GRHAT FIND. 


The Result of Seeing Double Twice— 
$200,000 Magnified into Four Times 
That Amount, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—The last 
proclamation of Gen.“ Sparks, Commissioner 
ot the Land-Office, in relation to the extrava- 
gances discovered by him in the land service 
should be taken with a large grain of sait. It 
bears on the question ot the traveling expenses 
of the Special Agents of the General Land- 
Office who are engaged in the Investigation of 
fraudulent entries under the Preémption, 
Homestead, and Timber-Culture acts, and of 
depredations upon the timber lands of the 
United States. The Commissioner says: : 

„People may say that this isa very small 
affair, but it must be remembered that there 
are seventy agente employed by the Land- 
Office. Their traveling expenses under the 
pass management bave run up in the neigh- 

rhood of $10,000 a year each. The aggregate 
expenses of these agents for the year will foot 
up nearly $1,000,000. A careful cutting of un- 
pardonable, extruvagant, and dishonest items 
will result in a saving of $100,000 or $200,000. 

That may be very small business for Repub- 

licans to contemplate, but it will be nothing to 

the discredit of the new Administrahon,”’ 

This isan amazing statement to come from 
the General Land-Office. Gen.“ Sparks 
ought to know .that the entire appropriation 
for the current fiscal year, on account of 
special agents for the purposes above named, 
amounts to $200,000. This amount includes 
their salaries at the rate of $1,600 a year each, 
If there be seventy of them their salaries 
would amount to $112,000, leaving $88,000 for 
traveling expenses and other items. From the 
appropriation mentioned are paid also the fees 
and mileage of witnesses in hearings at local 
land-offices of charges preferred by special 
agents. In view of the fact that the entire ap- 
propriation is only $200,000 it is dificult to see 
bow the past management” has been able to 
expend “nearly 91.000, 000 in a year. 

The truth is that the traveling a of 
the special agents average about 81. a year 
each. The number employed to investigate en- 
tries under the Homestead, Preémption, and 
Timber-Culture acts hag been about twenty- 
five, the total amount appropriated for the 
salaries and expenses of such agents for the 
current fiscal year, and for the fees and ex- 
penses of witnesses who attended hearings, be- 
ing $100,000, which includes a deficiency of 
$25,000 granted at the last session of Congress. 
Tbis explanation shows how reckless have been 
the charges of extravagance and dishonesty 
which have emanated from the General Land- 
Office since the present Commissioner took 
charge of it.

has risen 60 per cent in twenty years, or tour 
times faster than population, and yet prices 
have fallen Only 22 per cent. It is quite pos- 
sible that in the next fifteen or twenty years 
wool may fall another 20 per cent, but sheep- 
farming will still de one of the most lucrative 
pursuits in the world.“ | 
While it is not improbable that in countr 

like Australia, for instance, that a. further re- 
duction of 20 per cent might leave a margin of 
7 per cent profit, yet the present low 
prices have ‘so seriously crippiead the 
wool growers of the United Sta both 
East and West, as to have caused num- 
bers to largely reduce their flocks, so much 
80, in fact, as to cause g marked increase in the 
amount of pulled wool and pelts thrown on the 
market, The serious depletion of flocks on ac- 
count-of low prices could hardly be advised. On 
the contrary, the weeding out of inferior sheep, 
whatever the breed, is the practical plan. Sheep 
should have a place on every farm however 
small, They are thrice golden instead of twice 
golden. They furnish wool,they provide valu- 
able flesh, and their manure is valuable in its 
constituents, and also as bemg distributed in 
such a manner as to become immediately avaii- 
able when dropped. Sheep also consume weeds 
not eaten by other stock, and their wool is 
ready for market at a time when the farmer 
most wants money—namely: just before 
harvest. It is th therefore, who weed out 
inferior sheep, and breed up. the remainder, 
who will have cause to congratulate them- 
selves, however the market may turn, upon 
their practi! sagacity. 


The Pulse of Animals: 

** Veterinarian”’ in the National Live-Stock 
Journal has this to say in relation to the pulse 
ot animais; 

„The healthy pulse in the adult horse is from 
36 to 40 beats to the minute, in the ox from 45 
to 50, in the sheep from 70 to 80, and in the pig 
about the sameasasheep. In young animals 
the ‘pulsations are faster and in old ones they 
are slower than those in their prime. In very 
young ones they are, of course, very much Tast- 
er. healthy pulsations may also vary in the 
same cihss of animale, according to breed, tem- 
perament, or even individual peculiarities, and 
a very slight cause, such as a sharp word or a 
start,“ may increase*the beats in an excit- 
able horse ten to thirteen beats per minute. 
The frequency of the pulsations may be taken 
anywhere that an artery can be felt by hght 
pressure on it with the floger, or the beatings 
of the beart may be felt on the left side, just 
back of the elbow. But were our knowledge 

as to the state of the pulse to be limited mere- 

Iy to the frequency of the beats it would ve 
small indeed. The tone, volume, and force 
have also to be taken into consideration, A 
very frequent pulse often indicates great weak- 
ness. 

“The pulse in the horse, ox, and in most of 
the lower animals is conveniently felt at the 
angle of the under jaw, where the subujaxil- 
lary artery coming from the inside passes un- 
der the lower ledge of the jaw-bone and 
mounts up toward the face, just in tront of the 
large, flat muscle that closes the jaws, The 
frequency of the pulsations varies much in 
different animals, according to the disease, its 
stage, ita severity, etc. Few horses survive 
long with a continuous pulse of 100. A con- 
tinuous pulse of sixty to sixty-five in abdom- 
inal disease, lingering colic, ete., would indi- 
cate danger, and a pulse of sixty to seventy is 
not uncommon in favorable . cases of influenza 
or other lingering or debilitating diseases of 
the organs of recpiration of the horse.“

How Cattle Have Wintered. 

The condition of cattle is reported as excep- 
tionally good in New England, and fully up to 
the average in the Middle States. Farther 
South there is complaint of the effects of the 
severe winter, scant food, and the drouth of 
last fali. In some portions of Texas the con- 
dition of cattle dependent on pasturage is re- 
ported extremely low. AL 

In Arkansas, Tennessee, Kentucky, and West 
Virginia the prevailing tone of the reports is. 
unfavorable, insufficient food and the severity 
of the winter being the causes assigned here, 
as well as in the States above mentioned. Tak- 
ing the South asa whole, the condition as re- 
gards flesh is in the main low. 

In Ohio, Indiana, and the States farther 
North and West the condition 16 in the main 
satisfactory, except where cattle bave been 
left without. proper shelter. There ts more or 
Jess complaint on the score of scarcity of corn 
aud forage in Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, and 
other States, 

The condition in Missouri and Kansas appears 
to be below the average. The reports from 
Nebraska are mainly favorable, and the same 
ia true in perbaps a greater degree as to those 
from the Territories and the States of the Pa- 
cific coast. The only exceptions are in Wyo- 
ming and a part of the Indian Territory. 


Quarantine and Texas Cattle. 
A San Antonio, Tex., correspondent of the 
Kansas City Live Stock Record, writing on this 


question, says: 

As might have been anticipated, the quar- 
antine laws passed by Kansas, New Mexico, 
and Colorado in relation to Southern cattle are 
producing a revolution in the management of 
the business so far this State is concerned. 
The immediate effect of this embargo is to re- 
duce the price of Southern cattle and distress, 
in no slight degree, the proprietors of the 
ranches. . The cattle-men of the State 
will be thrown back upon their own 
resources; and these resources will be found 
ample to thoroughly mature, slaughter, and 
pack their own cattle. Many of the ranchmen 
are already planting several varieties of 

as well as millet and sorghum. 0 
corn product of 29,000,000 bushels in 1880 will 
be more than quadrupled this year, 80, as to 
the question of food for their stock there is no 
apprebension: The only question as to the 
feasibility of packing in this climate has been 
settled by the ice manufacturing process, The 
animal heat ban be taken from the carcass and 
its temperature reduced here in Texas as well 
as in Kaneas City or Chicago.. By packing

HUSBANDRY. 


Setting Orchards. 

An alleged authority upon setting trees says: 

“In planting an orchard the young trees 
should be slightly inclined towards the direc- 
tion of the prevailing winds. All the old or- 
ohards lean as the trees were bent while young, 
and most of these old orchards were set when 
there was more forest and winds were much 
less violent than now.“ 

On the contrary, the proper way to set trees, 
whatever the situation, is perpendicular. Then 
properly stake them, so they may not be blown 
about by the wind, until they become firmly 
established. The disability arising from leaning 
a tree in planting is that the wind. in all direc- 
tious save one, has a greater leverage than 
when the tree is upright, The top will seek to 
grow upright, and in leaning trees the prepon- 
derance of top is on the opposit side to that in 
which it leans. Set the trees perpendicularly, 
stake them securely and in such a way (that 
the bark cannot be abraded, and protect the 
southwest side against the effects of the sun 
until the rough bark of age gives a natural 
protection. 


1 Frost and Fertility. | 

Persons who have not studied the subject 
carefuliy do not understand the part which 
frost plays in disintegrating and mellowing the 
soil and in setting free the elements of plant 
food. Nevertheless, it is the chief means by 
which the fertility of solls in northern eli 
m&tes is held from soon becoming barren. The 
lack of frost is the chief reason why a soil 
continually cropped so soon becomes infertile 
in a southern climate. It is the hard freez- 
ing and subsequent thawing of the soil, ¢spe- 
cially in fall-plowed lands, that render it in 
the spring so soft and friable. Hence the rea- 
son, well known to thinking farmers, why a 
hard winter, or a succession of them, gives 

therseasons of great fertility. Yet how many 
armers are there whofaiitotake advantage of 
this natural law, to get the greatest advantage 
from it by fall plowing, leaving the surface 
rough to the action of frost. How many farm- 
ers reap the full benefit of this unlocking of 
the elements of fertility? Not those certainly 
who plow loams and clay when 60 wet that they 
will not disintegrate when cleaving from the 
plowsbare. 

Bvery clod or lump in a field detracts from 
its fertility in proportion to its size. An au- 
alysis of alumpand of surrounding mellow 
soil may show identically the same. In the 
case of lumps, however, they are no better 
than stones. Roots cannot penetrate them; 
the fertility contained is locked up, The tend- 
eney of all cultivation, or rather of soil long cul- 
tivated, iato become compact below the line 
of plowing Summer drouths often compact 
such solls to such a degree as to render 
them almost impermeable to the water 
of rains. Hence many soils be- 
come pasty and run together. Hence, 
again, the value of underdraining as a cor- 
rective. Why? The frost enters such soil 
more deeply, and it remains open and porous 
down to the line of the tile. 

When not filled with water the pores of the 
soil are filled with air, and this air is always 
giving up moisture to dry soil. Thus two im- 
portant ends are reached: such soils are 
moister during droutba and they are dryer in 
wet spells. Thus just the proper conditions 
are secured for the growth of crops, through 
the vapor of waterin tne soil, for root-fibres 
do not take up actual water but water in the 
state of vapor—the state in which it is found 
in moist soils. 4 og

Moisture in Grain, 
It is well known that west of the Alleghenies 
cereal grains contain less natural moisture 
than east of the mountains, and the further we 
go West the dryer the grain. Hence the ab- 
sorption of moisture in transit East, and espe- 


cially if carried to England, is an integer in 
profits through increased weight of the grain. 
Upon this subject the Miljstone says: 

The amount of moisture contained in grain has 
been the subject of considerabie discussion and 
experiment in California, where the subject; has 
more vital interest than here, Most of the grain 
of that State is raised in the interior valleys where 
the air is exceedingly dry. Itis then stored there 
by the farmers until sold. When it reaches San 
Francisco, where the air is ey or ig sent to 
Burope, the increase in weight from the large 
amount of water which it will absorb is very con- 
siderable. It has been said that this increase is 
often so great as to pay the coat of transportation 
to Murope. Bxperiments show that the gain in 
weight from exposure of dry grain to moist air 
eighteen days is 19.8 per cent in oats, 20.4 per cent 
in barley, and 18.8 per cent in wheat.

Flower- Beds for Country Homes. 
A correspondent of Farm and Fireside gives 
the following timely and practical s 
upon bow to make the dooryards beautitul: 


It is no longer considered good taste to make 
narrow beds bordering a straight walk to the main 
entrance to the house. On the contrary, groups of 
shrubs and flowers placed at a little distance from 
the main walk are much more attractive. If ever- 
greens are planted at all in front of a farm house 
where the yard is small they should be of compar- 
atively small growth, such as Siberian arbor vite, 
Irish and Swedish Junip and others of the 
same class. Even these sho 


them the larger-growing shrubs should be planted, 
and still in front of these the smaller-growing 
ones, such as spirea prunifolia, deut zia-gracil 
and others of a dwarf habit of growth. 

If there are more than two or three beds of flow- 
ere in the lawn the smallest ones should be next 
the house and walk, and be filled with such plants 
as will afford a profusion of brilliant and long-con- 
tinued biooms. Flower beds which are tess than 
a yard in width, and which are located not.more 
than two or three feet from the walk, should have 
no plants in them more than eighteen inches high. 
including the hight of the flower stalks, the 
lowest growing ones should be in front, or on the 
outside edges of the beds. 

Where flower seeds are to be sown in beds in the 
lawn, they should be drilled across the bed in rows 
sufficiently far apart to admit of the use of the hoe. 
For every blooming, the bulbous plants, such as 
snowdrops, crocuses, jonquils, hyacinths, and 
tulips, are especially desirable, but one should 
also have bedding plants for later dicoming 
planted between them, such as verbenas, port 
lacas, phloxdrumondii, etc. ä 

In the recently-sodded lawn, where there are yet 
no trees ot any kind, the planting of one or more 
varieties of the castor bean will produce great 
spreading plants, ranging from ve to fifteen feat 
in hight. Toone or all of these might be added 
the Japan striped maize, in front of which can be 
placed low plants of lighter-colored foliage. 

Where there are but a couple of beds cut from 
the green turf on each side of the walk to the house 
a pleasing variety can be produced by planting 
very showy petunias in one, dwarf perennial pop-

Broad or Narrow Tires. 
The Country Gentleman upon the subject of 
broad or narrow tires for farm-wagons has the 
following, based upon dynamometer tests: 


On a new gravel road, not yet hardened by use, 
a force equal to one-eighth of the weight of the 
wagon had to be applied to draw it. On the best 
hard-earth road one-twenty-fifth was found sum 
cient; on the best-broken stone road, one sixtieth; 
while on a railzoad a force of one ton would draw 
280 tons. 
. The resistance on rough roads was slightly di- 
minished by steel springs on the wagon, at tne 
same time that comfort to the horse and driver 
was increased, as well as safety to the harness and 
wagon. The firthness given to a road of broken 
stone by means of a solid paved foundation was 
found to lessen the resistance about one-third. 

The width of wagon-wheels involves some ques- 
tions which should be well understood. Wheels 
with broad tire on a farm would pass over a cloddy 
surface and not sink into it, and would press the 
surface of pastures and new meadows withcut cut- 
ting it. Narrow wheels would not only cut ad 
spoil the surface but require 4 greater force of 
draft. The mud or soft earth would close on both 
sides of the rim and load the wheels. Broad wheels 
are most useful on tracts of broken stone and 
gravel, rendering them smooth, hard, and compact.

France is the greatest egg-producing coun- 
try in the world, supplying not only her own 
people, but selling also to Engiard, Germany, 
and other countries. 

John J. Thomas of New York State is credit- 
ed with being the first to advance the idea that 
a few inches of loose, fine soil about a plant 
constitutes one of the best mulches. 

Texas has 300 varieties of grasses, Wisconsin 
seventy varieties of beans, California 150 va- 
rieties of wheat, and Michigan 600 varieties of 
potatoes at the New Orloans Exposition.

Ohio tilemakers stated at their late conven- 
tion that about 300,000,000 feet of drain-tile 
have been used in Obio since the beginning of 
tile-drainage, and that the tile made in 1884 at 
the 500 factories of the State would make 
about 15,000 miles of drain, or one-fourth as 
much as that already in the ground. 

A contemporary prints trees for bees as fol- 
lows: “In purchasing trees the greatest pos- 
gible care should be exercised in the selection 
ot the party from whom to buy, asit is ex- 
ceedingly difficult. to distinguish between some 
of the various races, and many are sold for 
Cyprian and Italian trees that are nothing of 
the kind. 

A correspondent of the Grange Bulletin has 
checkmated the borer by removing the earth 
from the tree in the spring and wrapping the 
stem for about four inches with a strip of cot- 
ton clothepread with grafting wax. The wax 
causes the cloth to adhere to the tree and a. 
lows it to expand with growth, an improve- 
ment on the old plan of tying, 

Dr. Riley, United States Entomologist, has 
published a remedy for cabbage worms acci- 
dentally discovered by Mr. Charles A. Erwin 
of New York. The remedy is very cold water 
sprinkled upon the worms during the heat of 
the day. It was found that such an applica- 
tion in the hot sun caused them to quickly let 
go their hold upon the leaves, curl up, roll to 
the ground and die, while the cabbages looked

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were quiet yester- 
day and weaker. Peace news or news that was 
thought to mean peace, with finer weather in the 
West, was unfavorable to strength in prices, es- 
pecially as the markets were all pretty well evened 
up beforehand. British consols and Russian se- 
curities were both quoted higher, the only sus- 
picious feature in the business being the fact that 
these figures came ona dank holiday in England. 
The latter point made some people willing to buy, 
thinking there might possibly be a mistake, inten- 
tional or otherwise. The trading was chiefly local 
and hinged to a great extent upon the deliveries of 
the morning in satisfaction of May contracts. Those 
deliveries were very large in wheat, embracing 
nearly all the No. 2 there is in store, plentiful in 
pork and meats, moderate in lard, and almost 
nothing in corn. The telegraphic service was much 
more efficient than the first day, and the quotations 
went out more freely, though not distributed with 
an unsparing hand. 

Provisions were fairly active and very weak, ex- 
cept that lard was only easier. Hogs were quoted 
lower at the Stock- Yards, and the May deliveries of 
pork and ribs pressed so heavily on the market for 
product as to widen the June premium over May 
at one time to 20c and lic respectively.
